The  San  Francisco  Unified  School  District,  now  in  its  118th  year,  operates  136 
public  schools,  under  the  jurisdiction  of  a  Board  of  Education  of  seven  members  who 
are  nominated  by  the  Mayor  of  San  Francisco  and  confirmed  by  the  voters  to  serve 
five  years,  the  period  or  service  generally  expiring  in  different  years. 

The  school  program  operates  from  kindergarten  through  junior  college,  with  one 
junior  college,  eight  high  schools,  seventeen  junior  high  schools,  ninety-five  elementary 
schools,  one  day  continuation  school,  one  opportunity  school,  two  trade  schools,  six 
special  schools  of  which  three  are  for  the  handicapped,  and  five  adult  education  cen- 
ters. The  active  enrollment  of  minors  and  adults  for  which  accommodations  were 
provided  during  the  school  year  was  125,757. 

Included  in  the  school  program  are  special  classes  conducted  in  the  day  schools 
for  conservation  of  sight,  correction  of  speech,  and  teaching  of  lip  reading.  Teachers 
are  assigned  to  classes  in  hospitals,  Youth  Guidance  Center,  Log  Cabin  School,  Hid- 
den Valley  School,  and  also  to  teach  homebound  children  temporarily  unable  to  go 
to  school. 

Effective  July  1st,  1970  the  Junior  College  District  became  separated  from  the 
Unified  School  District  and  its  budget  for  the  school  year  1970-1971  is  not  included 
in  the  following  pages.

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EXPLANATION  OF  CLASSIFICATION  OF  EXPENDITURES 

The  budget  and  expenditures  are  classified  in  accordance  with  the  California  School  Accounting 
Manual  issued  by  the  State  Department  of  Education.  The  latest  edition  is  that  of  1968.  The 
following  major  classes  and  definitions  of  each  are  taken  from  this  new  State  Manual: 

100     ADMINISTRATION 

Administration  is  defined  as  those  activities  having  as  their  purpose  the  regulation, 
direction,  and  control  of  the  affairs  of  the  school  district  as  a  whole.  Expenditures  for 
administration  include  the  salaries  and  certain  other  expenses  of  the  school  district 
officials  responsible  for  such  regulations,  direction,  and  control;  and  salaries  and  other 
expenses  of  their  assistants  and  clerical  staff. 

200     INSTRUCTION 

Instruction  is  defined  as  the  activities  dealing  directly  with  the  teaching  of  pupils,  im- 
proving the  quality  of  teaching,  or  aiding  in  the  adjustment  of  pupils  to  the  educational 
program.  Expenditures  for  instruction  include  salaries  and  other  expenses  of  certificated 
and  non-certificated  personnel  engaged  in  these  activities. 

400     HEALTH  SERVICES 

Health  services  are  defined  as  those  activities  in  the  field  of  physical  and  mental  health 
which  are  not  direct  instruction,  consisting  of  medical,  dental,  psychiatric,  and  nurse 
service  for  pupils  in  the  nature  of  inspection,  weighing,  and  the  like. 

500     PUPIL  TRANSPORTATION  SERVICES 

Pupil  transportation  services  are  defined  as  those  activities  which  have  as  their  purpose 
the  conveyance  of  pupils  between  home  and  school  or  on  trips  for  curricular  or  co- 
curricular  activities.

600     OPERATION  OF  PLANT 

Operation  of  plant  consists  of  the  housekeeping  activities  concerned  with  keeping  the 
physical  plant  open  and  ready  for  use.  It  includes  cleaning,  disinfecting,  heating,  lighting, 
communications,  power,  moving  furniture,  caring  for  grounds,  and  other  such  housekeep- 
ing activities  as  are  repeated  somewhat  regularly  on  a  daily,  weekly,  monthly,  or  seasonal 

700    MAINTENANCE  OF  PLANT 

Maintenance  of  plant  is  denned  as  activities  required  to  repair  school  district  property, 
including  grounds,  buildings,  equipment,  and  replacement  of  school  equipment  to  ap- 
proximately its  original  condition  of  completeness  and  efficiency. 
800     FIXED  CHARGES 

Fixed  charges  are  expenditures  of  a  generally  recurrent  nature,  which  are  not  readily 
allocable  to  other  expenditure  accounts.  Includes  insurance,  school  rentals,  and  districts' 
contributions  to  retirement  systems. 
900    FOOD  SERVICES 

Food  services  are  those  activities  which  have  as  their  purpose  the  preparation  and  serving 
of  regular  and  incidental  meals,  lunches,  or  snacks  in  connection  with  school  activities. 

1100    COMMUNITY  SERVICES 

Community  services  are  those  services  provided  by  the  school  district  for  the  community 
as  a  whole  or  for  some  segment  of  the  community,  excluding  public  school  and  adult  edu- 
cation programs  operated  by  the  school  district. 

1200     CAPITAL  OUTLAY 

Capital  outlay  expenditures  are  those  which  result  in  the  acquisition  of  fixed  assets  or 
additions  to  fixed  assets.  They  are  expenditures  for  land  or  existing  buildings,  improve- 
ments of  sites,  contruction  of  buildings,  additions  to  buildings,  remodeling  of  buildings, 
or  initial  or  additional  equipment.

*The  legal  tax  limitation  of  the  School  District  was  $2.00  through  1957-58.  In  June  1958  by  vote  of  the  electorate 
the  limit  was  raised  to  $2.50.  By  Education  Code  Section  20751,  as  amended  in  1964,  the  tax  limitation  was  raised 
to  $2.55  for  a  School  District  maintaining  classes  from  Kindergarten  through  Junior  College,  if  said  District's 
current  expense  of  education  per  unit  of  average  daily  attendance  for  1963-64  was  less  than  $600.  In  November 
1968  by  vote  of  the  electorate  the  tax  limitation  was  raised  to  $3.53. 

Effective  July  1,  1970,  the  Junior  College  District  was  separated  from  the  Unified  School  District.  Education  Code

increased  by  $.06  to  $3.06  under  the  provisions  of  Education  Code  Section  20816.  This  increase  in  the  maximum 
tax  rate  is  to  compensate  for  the  loss  of  revenue  because  of  the  exemption  given  on  household  furnishings  and 
personal  effects. 

For  purpose  of  this  schedule,  the  General  Fund  "Total"  tax  rate  is  distributed  between  "Within  Tax  Limit" 
(general  purpose)  and  "Outside  Limit"  (retirement  and  other  exempt  purposes)  on  the  basis  of  purpose  rather 
than  on  the  basis  of  official  tax  levy.  Officially,  an  "Outside  Limit"  tax  can  be  levied  only  after  the  statutory  limit 
is  reached  and  then  only  for  the  amount  of  the  excess.

FOREWORD 

The  San  Francisco  Unified  School  District,  now  in  its  119th  year,  operates  127 
public  schools,  under  the  jurisdiction  of  a  Board  of  Education  of  seven  members  who 
are  nominated  by  the  Mayor  of  San  Francisco  and  confirmed  by  the  voters  to  serve 
five  years,  the  period  of  service  generally  expiring  in  different  years. 

The  school  program  operates  from  kindergarten  through  twelfth  grade,  with  eight 
high  schools,  sixteen  junior  high  schools,  ninety-four  elementary  schools,  one  day 
continuation  school,  two  opportunity  schools,  one  trade  school,  and  five  special 
schools  of  which  two  are  for  the  handicapped.  The  active  enrollment  for  which 
accommodations  were  provided  during  the  school  year  was  90,061. 

Included  in  the  school  programs  are  special  classes  conducted  in  the  day  schools 
for  conesrvation  of  sight,  correction  of  speech,  and  teaching  of  lip  reading.  Teachers 
are  assigned  to  classes  in  hospitals,  Youth  Guidance  Center,  Log  Cabin  School, 
Hidden  Valley  School,  and  also  to  teach  homebound  children  temporarily  unable 
to  go  to  school. 

Effective  July  1,  1970  City  College  of  San  Francisco  and  the  Adult  Education 
Division  were  separated  from  the  Unified  School  District.  Their  financial  and  stat- 
istical figures  are  therefore  not  shown  for  the  school  year  1970-71.

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EXPLANATION  OF  CLASSIFICATION  OF  EXPENDITURES 

The  budget  and  expenditures  are  classified  in  accordance  with  the  California  School  Accounting 
Manual  issued  by  the  State  Department  of  Education.  The  latest  edition  is  that  of  1968.  The 
following  major  classes  and  definitions  of  each  are  taken  from  this  new  State  Manual: 

100    ADMINISTRATION 

Administration  is  defined  as  those  activities  having  as  their  purpose  the  regulation, 
direction,  and  control  of  the  affairs  of  the  school  district  as  a  whole.  Expenditures  for 
administration  include  the  salaries  and  certain  other  expenses  of  the  school  district 
officials  responsible  for  such  regulations,  direction,  and  control;  and  salaries  and  other 
expenses  of  their  assistants  and  clerical  staff. 

200    INSTRUCTION 

Instruction  is  defined  as  the  activities  dealing  directly  with  the  teaching  of  pupils,  im- 
proving the  quality  of  teaching,  or  aiding  in  the  adjustment  of  pupils  to  the  educational 
program.  Expenditures  for  instruction  include  salaries  and  other  expenses  of  certificated 
and  non-certificated  personnel  engaged  in  these  activities. 

400     HEALTH  SERVICES 

Health  services  are  defined  as  those  activities  in  the  field  of  physical  and  mental  health 
which  are  not  direct  instruction,  consisting  of  medical,  dental,  psychiatric,  and  nurse 
service  for  pupils  in  the  nature  of  inspection,  weighing,  and  the  like. 

500    PUPIL  TRANSPORTATION  SERVICES 

Pupil  transportation  services  are  defined  as  those  activities  which  have  as  their  purpose 
the  conveyance  of  pupils  between  home  and  school  or  on  trips  for  curricular  or  co- 
curricular  activities. 
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600     OPERATION  OF  PLANT 

Operation  of  plant  consists  of  the  housekeeping  activities  concerned  with  keeping  the 
physical  plant  open  and  ready  for  use.  It  includes  cleaning,  disinfecting,  heating,  lighting, 
communications,  power,  moving  furniture,  caring  for  grounds,  and  other  such  housekeep- 
ing activities  as  are  repeated  somewhat  regularly  on  a  daily,  weekly,  monthly,  or  seasonal 

700    MAINTENANCE  OF  PLANT 

Maintenance  of  plant  is  defined  as  activities  required  to  repair  school  district  property, 
including  grounds,  buildings,  equipment,  and  replacement  of  school  equipment  to  ap- 
proximately its  original  condition  of  completeness  and  efficiency. 
800    FIXED  CHARGES 

Fixed  charges  are  expenditures  of  a  generally  recurrent  nature,  which  are  not  readily 
allocable  to  other  expenditure  accounts.  Includes  insurance,  school  rentals,  and  districts' 
contributions  to  retirement  systems. 
900     FOOD  SERVICES 

Food  services  are  those  activities  which  have  as  their  purpose  the  preparation  and  serving 
of  regular  and  incidental  meals,  lunches,  or  snacks  in  connection  with  school  activities. 

1 1 00     COMMUNITY  SERVICES 

Community  services  are  those  services  provided  by  the  school  district  for  the  community 
as  a  whole  or  for  some  segment  of  the  community,  excluding  public  school  and  adult  edu- 
cation programs  operated  by  the  school  district. 

1200     CAPITAL  OUTLAY 

Capital  outlay  expenditures  are  those  which  result  in  the  acquisition  of  fixed  assets  or 
additions  to  fixrd  assets.  They  are  expenditures  for  land  or  existing  buildings,  improve- 
ments of  sites,  contruction  of  buildings,  additions  to  buildings,  remodeling  of  buildings, 
or  initial  or  additional  equipment.

*The  legal  tax  limitation  of  the  School  District  was  $2.00  through  1957-58.  In  June  1958  by  vote  of  the  electorate 
the  limit  was  raised  to  $2.50.  By  Education  Code  Section  20751,  as  amended  in  1964,  the  tax  limitation  was  raised 
to  $2.55  for  a  School  District  maintaining  classes  from  Kindergarten  through  Junior  College,  if  said  District's 
current  expense  of  education  per  unit  of  average  daily  attendance  for  1963-64  was  less  than  $600.  In  November 
1968  by  vote  of  the  electorate  the  tax  limitation  was  raised  to  $3.53. 

Effective  July  1,  1970,  the  Junior  College  District  was  separated  from  the  Unified  School  District.  Education  Code

School  District  limitation  of  $3.53  was  distributed  as  follows:  San  Francisco  Unified  School  District  -  $3.00,  and 
San  Francisco  Community  College  District  -  $.53.  In  addition,  the  San  Francisco  Unified  School  District  tax 
limit  is  increased  by  $.06  to  $3.06  under  the  provisions  of  Education  Code  Section  20816.  This  increase  in  the 
maximum  tax  rate  is  to  compensate  for  the  loss  of  revenue  because  of  the  exemption  given  on  household  furn- 
ishings and  personal  effects. 

For  purpose  of  this  schedule,  the  General  Fund  "Total"  tax  rate  is  distributed  between  "Within  Tax  Limit" 
(general  purpose)  and  "Outside  Limit"  (retirement  and  other  exempt  purposes)  on  the  basis  of  purpose  rather 
than  on  the  basis  of  official  tax  levy.  Officially,  an  "Outside  Limit"  tax  can  be  levied  only  after  the  statutory  limit 
is  reached  and  then  only  for  the  amount  of  the  excess.

FOREWORD 

The  San  Francisco  Unified  School  District,  now  in  its  121st  year,  operates  132  public 
schools,  under  the  jurisdiction  of  a  Board  of  Education  of  seven  members  who  are  elected 
at  large  by  the  voters  of  San  Francisco  to  serve  four  year  terms  the  period  of  service  to 
expire  in  different  years. 

The  school  program  operates  from  kindergarten  through  twelfth  grade,  with  eight  high 
schools,  sixteen  junior  high  schools,  ninety-four  elementary  schools,  one  day  continua- 
tion school,  three  opportunity  schools,  one  trade  school,  and  five  special  schools  of  which 
two  are  for  the  handicapped.  The  active  enrollment  for  which  accommodations  were 
provided  during  the  school  year  was  79,940. 

Included  in  the  school  programs  are  special  classes  conducted  in  the  day  schools  for 
conservation  of  sight,  correction  of  speech,  and  teaching  of  lip  reading.  Teachers  are 
assigned  to  classes  in  hospitals,  Youth  Guidance  Center,  Log  Cabin  School,  Hidden  Valley 
School,  and  also  to  teach  homebound  children  temporarily  unable  to  go  to  school. 

Effective  July  1 ,  1970  City  College  of  San  Francisco  and  the  Adult  Education  Division 
were  separated  from  the  Unified  School  District.  Their  financial  and  statistical  figures  are 
therefore  not  shown  for  the  school  years  following  1969-70.

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EXPLANATION  OF  CLASSIFICATION  OF  EXPENDITURES 

The  budget  and  expenditures  are  classified  in  accordance  with  the  California  School  Accounting 
Manual  issued  by  the  State  Department  of  Education.  The  latest  edition  is  that  of  1968.  The  following 
major  classes  and  definitions  of  each  are  taken  from  this  new  State  Manual: 

1 00     ADMINISTRATION 

Administration  is  defined  as  those  activities  having  as  their  purpose  the  regulation,  direction, 
and  control  of  the  affairs  of  the  school  district  as  a  whole.  Expenditures  for  administration 
include  the  salaries  and  certain  other  expenses  of  the  school  district  officials  responsible  for 
such  regulations,  direction,  and  control:  and  salaries  and  other  expenses  of  their  assistants  and 
clerical  staff. 

200     INSTRUCTION 

Instruction  is  defined  as  the  activities  dealing  directly  with  the  teaching  of  pupils,  improving 
the  quality  of  teaching,  or  aiding  in  the  adjustment  of  pupils  to  the  educational  program. 
Expenditures  for  instruction  include  salaries  and  other  expenses  of  certificated  and  non- 
certificated  personnel  engaged  in  these  activities. 

400     HEALTH  SERVICES 

Health  services  are  defined  as  those  activities  in  the  field  of  physical  and  mental  health  which 
are  not  direct  instruction,  consisting  of  medical,  dental,  psychiatric,  and  nurse  service  for 
pupils  in  the  nature  of  inspection,  weighing,  and  the  like. 

500     PUPIL  TRANSPORTATION  SERVICES 

Pupil  transportation  services  axe  defined  as  those  activities  which  have  as  their  purpose  the 
conveyance  of  pupils  between  home  and  school  or  on  trips  for  curricular  or  co-curricular 
activities. 
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600     OPERATION  OF  PLANT 

Operation  of  plant  consists  of  the  housekeeping  activities  concerned  with  keeping  the  physical 
plant  open  and  ready  for  use.  It  includes  cleaning,  disinfecting,  heating,  lighting,  communica- 
tions, power,  moving  furniture,  caring  for  grounds,  and  other  such  housekeeping  activities  as 
are  repeated  somewhat  regularly  on  a  daily,  weekly,  monthly,  or  seasonal  basis. 

700     MAINTENANCE  OF  PLANT 

Maintenance  of  plant  is  defined  as  activities  required  to  repair  school  district  property,  includ- 
ing grounds,  buildings,  equipment,  and  replacement  of  school  equipment  to  approximately  its 
original  condition  of  completeness  and  efficiency. 

800     FIXED  CHARGES 

Fixed  charges  are  expenditures  of  a  generally  recurrent  nature,  which  are  not  readily  allocable 
to  other  expenditure  accounts.  Includes  insurance,  school  rentals,  and  district's  contributions 
to  retirement  systems. 

900     FOOD  SERVICES 

Food  services  are  those  activities  which  have  as  their  purpose  the  preparation  and  serving  of 
regular  and  incidental  meals,  lunches,  or  snacks  in  connection  with  school  activities. 
1 1 00     COMMUNITY  SERVICES 

Community  services  are  those  services  provided  by  the  school  district  for  the  community  as  a 
whole  or  for  some  segment  of  the  community,  excluding  public  school  and  adult  education 
programs  operated  by  the  school  district. 
1200     CAPITAL  OUTLAY 

Capital  outlay  expenditures  are  those  which  result  in  the  acquisition  of  fixed  assets  or  addi- 
tions to  fixed  assets.  They  are  expenditures  for  land  or  existing  buildings,  improvements  of 
sites,  construction  of  buildings,  additions  to  buildings,  remodeling  of  buildings,  or  initial  or 
additional  equipment.

Prior  to  fiscal  year  1973-1974  the  District's  taxing  limit  as  approved  by  the  voters  of  the  District  was 
$2.50  for  1958-59  through  1968-69  and  $3.53  for  1969-70. 

Effective  July  1,  1970  the  Junior  College  District  was  separated  from  the  Unified  School  District  and 
the  tax  limitation  of  $3.53  was  distributed  as  follows:  San  Francisco  Unified  School  District  -  $3.00. 
and  the  San  Francisco  Community  College  District  -  $.5  3.  In  addition  the  San  Francisco  Unified 
School  District's  tax  limit  was  increased  by  $.06  to  $3.06  under  the  provisions  of  Education  Code 
Section  20816.  Tax  revenues  were  allowed  to  be  raised  outside  of  the  tax  rate  limit  for  the  operation 
of  certain  programs  and  expenditures;  i.e.,  retirement  and  other  exempt  purposes. 

'Beginning  with  fiscal  year  1973-74  the  provisions  of  SB  90,  "The  Property  Tax  Relief  Act  of  1972," 
removes  the  school  district's  tax  limitation  and  instead,  imposes  a  tax  revenue  limitation  while  main- 
taining certain  provisions  of  the  outside  tax  limit.
